Seed Treatment 
Important. 


Seed grain should be treated for 
Smut in all cases, he cost of treat- 
ment ia small and in no other way 
can the farmer be aseured of prevent- 
ing losses from this disease. Ihe 
best fungicide to use for treating 
grain ie a mercurial dust such as 
Ceresan or Leytosan, These dusts 
are most easily applied with a me- 
ehanical seed grain treater and be- 
cause of their special characteristics 
the grain may be treated when it ds 
cleaned, thereby eliminating the 
necessity of handling it again during 
the rush of spring work. 


The Department of Agriculture 
recommends a mercurial dust such 


'as Ceresan or Lestosan at the rate of 


one half-ounce for each bushel of 
grain. 

If Formalin must be used, it 
should be employed in the prope: 
proportions of one part Formalin in 
320 parte of water (1 pint Formali: 
to 40 gallonsof water). A high con

“After two years, unless careful 
selections are made, crops tend to 
revert to a common type.’’

To prevent hairlessness and weak- 
ness in young pigs, the pregnant 
sow needs potassium iodide. 2 
oz. of potassium iodide mixed in 
1 gallon of water and fed in the 
feed at the rate of one tablespoon 
per sow per day is suggested. 

. At farrowing time, place the sow 
in a clean pen witha guard rail 
to prevent her from lying on the 
young pigs 


6. The sow should not be fed for 24 


hours after farrowing. Give her 
luke warm water or milk and 
gradually bring her back to the full 
grain ration. 
(b) Young Pigs 

. Pigs born between October and 
May should receive reduced iron 
to prevent anaemia. On the 7th 
and 14th days after birth, place 
well back on tongue of each pig- 
let about half as much reduced 
iron as will lie on a 10 cent piece 
When piglets begin to eat at 2 or 
3 weeks of age they should haye 
their own trough inside a ‘creep.’ 
Oats should not be fed unless the 
hulls are sifted 

. A good ration for weanling pigs 
consists of ground sifted oats— 
200 Ibs., ground barley 200 Ibe. 
Skim milk or tankage is neces- 
sary If tankage is fed, 10 Ibs. 
for every 100 ]bs, of grain is satie- 
factory
